C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  (1)  Water  Supply. — The  town  is  supplied  with 
water  entirely  by  electrically  operated  plant,  which  has 
worked  satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  new  services  laid  was  1 1 , and  33  services 
have  been  renewed. 

The  usual  emptying  and  cleansing  of  reservoirs  has  been 
carried  out  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  88,716,120  gallons  of  water  were 
pumped,  giving  an  average  of  243,060  gallons  per  day,  as 
against  228,270  per  day  in  1939. 

Eleven  bacteriological  analyses  were  made,  which  show 
that  the  water  still  maintains  its  high  standard  of  purity. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — No  minor  extensions  to 
the  Sewerage  System  were  made. 

2.  (i)  Rivers  and  Streams. — No  complaints  received. 

General  conditions  of  the  effluent  from  the  Disposal 
Works  is  satisfactorjx 

3.  (i)  Public  Cleansing. — The  scheme  in  force  in  the 
District  has  proved  satisfactory. 

D.  HOUSING. 

The  usual  Table  has  been  completed  and  is  being  kept 
for  reference. 

E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — The  number  of  persons  registered 
under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  is  50. 
Premises  have  been  visited  at  intervals,  and  2 informal 
notices  requiring  limewashing,  etc.,  have  been  served  and 
complied  with. 

One  person  is  licensed  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk, 
and  one  for  the  sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

(b)  Meat. — Visits  are  made  by  the  inspector  as  re- 
quired. 

(c)  Other  Trades. — Bakehouses  have  been  inspected, 
and  1 notice  requiring  limewashing,  etc.,  has  been  served 
and  complied  with.
